(i) “actual fees” means the fees actually charged from the road 
users of the said section at the fee plaza on the basis of,- 

(i) length of the project Highway, and 

(U) base fee given in the Table to this notification duly indexed, 
and rounded .off to the nearest one rupee; 

(ii) “date of commercial operation” means the date on which 
commercial operation of the said section begins after issue of
